Some people say let the five 
big powers give up their veto 
rights and then we would have a 
world government.” 

That is utter nonsense 

Veto or m veio, the UN can 
never be anything but an associa- 
tion of sovereign nations. Within 
its own orbit of power each one 
of those nations is absolutely su- 
preme. Each national government 
can say to any one of its own 
citizens, “you must do such and 
such tomorrow morning.” 

It may order every man to put 
on uniiorm to make atom bombs 
to drop atom bombs on Moscow 
London, New York or Vancouver 

If anyone tries to disobey the 
orders of the national government 
that man may be shot for mutiny 

For that is the law as it now 
stands. There is no law above the 
level of the individual nations 
Each nation retains even the right 
to make its subjects do wrong

leontented—and farmers’ pocket 


| becks will be fatter 

|} G. N. Denike, chief agricultural 
| engineer and assistant superintend- 
ent of the experimental farm here 
says that buildings suitable for a 
dairy farm are not necessarily best 
for a wheat farm 


In the average dairy farm, for 
example, fodder is stored in the 
building where the cattle are 


quartered and milked. Dairymen 
say the best temperature for milk- 
ing is not the best temperature 
quarters and better milk production 
results at correct temperatures. In 
addition, storage of fodder in the 
same building is an increased fire 
hazard 

THE IDEAL DAIRY farm 
requires three buildings—which can 
be built at a lower cost than the 
conventional barn There is a 
small milking shed, equipped with 
a milking machine and facilities 
for sterilizing cans and kept at the 
correct temperature 

Then there is the “play room.” 
Thirdly: modern methods of pack 
aging feed permit a fodder shed 
from which feed can be transported

Bureau Reveals 
Housing Factors 


OTTAWA, Sept. 20(CP)—The 
Domfnion Bureau of Statistics 
delving into the little-known factors 
of the housing and facilities that 
make up Canada’s cities, has come 
up with a report on Brandon, Mani- 
toba. 


And the report was most reveal- 
ing. For instance the bureau said 
that of the 4.015 dwellings occupied 
by Brandon householders on June 
1, 1946, 97 per cent used electricity 
61 had an electric washing machine 
Of every 100, 52 had a telephone 
33 an electric vacuum cleaner, 32 a 
mechanical refrigerator, 91 a radio 
and 31 an automobile 

The facts were gathered 
separate housing questionnaire 
used the bureau in the 1946 
census of the prairie provinces 
which was filled out by all house- 
holds living in urban of 
5,000 population or more 

Of Brandon's 4,015 dwellings, 78 
per cent were single houses and 20 
per cent apartments or flats and 
almost twice as many dwellings 
were occupied by owners as by 
tenants
